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PURPOSETo eliminate the oil returning oil pump by temporarily storing the lubricant in an oil tank, when 
returning the lubricant separated from low pressure gas to an expander, then returning by means of high 
pressure gas. 

CONSTITUTIONS Rankine cycle, high pressure liquid medium pressurized by a liquid pump 5 is 
evaporated in a boiler 1 to produce high pressure gas which is adiabatically expanded in an expander 2A to 
produce mechanical power while low pressure gas is fed to an oil separator 3 to separate lubricant then 
condensed and returned to the liquid pump 5.
